UNIONISM NOT EFFECTED, 
SAYS PRESIDENT GOMPERS 


New’ York, December 1.—‘“I‘*am as- 
tounded, I am astounded. My cred- 
ulity has been imposed upon. It is a 
bolt out of a clear sky.” 

The exclamations were those of 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, when 
advised tonight of the pleas of guilty 
in the McNamara cases. ; 

Mr. Gompers, on his way from 
Washington, was dozing in a Pullman 
car on the Pennsylvania _ railroad’s 
Congressional Limited, when he was 
awakened at a New Jersey station by 
an Associated Press representative. He 
retired to the rear of the car, where 
there was a convenient light, and read 
carefully the accounts of the sensa- 
tional developments in the Los An- 
geles dynamiting cases. 

The veteran labor leader was visi- 
bly affectéd as he read how the men 
‘in whose defense he had’ spoken and 
'worked so untiringly had admitted 
their guilt. Tears came into his eyes 
and the hand that held the typed 
pages shook. He said nothing, how- 
ever, until he had finished the story, 
and then he br@ke forth with his ex- 
clamations of astonishment and indig- 
nation. 

Credulity Imposed tea, 

“Tf this is all true, my credulity has 
been imposed upon,” he declared. 

“I am astounded at this news. We 
have had the gravest assurances given’ 
to ug by. every one connected with the 
trjal, either directly or indirectly, that 
these men were innocent.” 

Mr. Gompers asserted with the 
greatest emphasis that not the slight- 
est intimation of any such§ change in 
the plans of the defense $f the Mc- 


communicated to him Absolutely the 
first news of the startling develop- 
ments at the trial had been given him 
on the train tonight, he said. 

Asked if he would have anything to 
say about the prisoners personally, 
the labor leader replied: 

“No, I shan’t add to their misery by 
condemnation of them.” 

No Effect on Laber Unions. 

“What effect do you imagine this 
will have on labor untons?” was in- 
quired. To this Mr. Gompers snapped 
his fingers and ejaculated: 

“None,” 

When the fund raised by the Ameri-

“I don’t wish to mention Burns,” he 
saiq decisively. He denied, however, 
that he had ever chargéd Burns with 
“planting” the dynamite at Los An- 
gweles. 

Reverting to the explosion, Mr. Gom- 
pers continued: 

“We have discourged acts like these. 
We are patriotic and peace-loving men 
and we only have a wish to call out 
the best elements in human nature. 
Those twioo men must have been crazy. 
It is an act that I condemn with all 
the force that is in me.”

Men Charged With, 
the Dynamiting of The 
Los Angeles Times Building, 
In Which 21 Were Killed, 
and of the Llewellyn Iron 
Works---Smile in Court. 


Los Angeles, Cal, December 1— 
James B. McNamara pleaded guilty to 
murder in the first degree in Judge 
Walter Bordwell’s court today. His 
brother, John J. McNamatfa, secretary 
of the International Association. 0 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers, 
entered a plea of guilty to having dy- 
oo the Llewellyn Iron Works in 
‘ps Angeles on Christmas day, 1910. 

James B. McNamara’s confession 
Clears up absolutely the tragedy of the 
explosion and fire which at 1:07 o’clock 
on the morning of October 1, 1910, 
wrecked the plant of The Los Angeles 
Times at First and Broadway and 
caused the death of twenty-one per- 
sons. For nineteen of these deaths the 
McNamara brothers were indicted and 
J. B. McNamara was on trial specifi- 
cally for the murder Of Charles J. Hag- 
garty, a machinist, whose body was 
found nearer than that -of any other to 
the spot where the dynamite Was sup- 
posed to have been placed, 

To Be Sentenced Tuesday. 

Both men’s sentences were fet. for 
December 5, when it is expected Dis- 
trict Attorney John B. Fredericks will 
ask for life jmprosonment for James B. 
McNamara, the confesse@ murderer, and

AT M’NAMARA CONFESSION

Roanoke, Va.. December 1.—John 
Mitchell, vice president of the Amer!i- 
can Federation of Labor, and past 
president of the United Mine Workers 
of America, was tonight shown the 
Associated Press dispatches telling of 
the confession of the McNamara 
brothers. Mr. Mitchell said he was ut- 
terly shocked. “I confidently expected 
that the McNamaras would be cleared, 
and that it would be shown by ex- 
perts that The’ Times buliding was 
blown up bY a gas explosion and not 
by dynamite. 

“Having been a miner, I have some 
knowledge of the use of dynamite. The 
report of the inspection of the ruined 
building showed plainly that the base- 


ment Was not damaged. Knowing that 
dynamite always blows down, I felt 
confident that it would not have been 
used in this case. From the begin- 
ning all of the officers and leaders of 
the federation asked the public to 
withhold judgment until the McNa- 
maras had been given a trial. This 
comes as a great shock to me,” said 
Mr. Mitchell. 

Mr. Mitchell is here to deliver a 
lecture tonight, and gave out : the 
interview a few minutes before he en- 
tered the hall. He was asked if he 
would have any comment™o make on 
the McNamara confession in his lec- 
ture, and he said positively’ that he 
would not. The labor leader would 
not express himself as to what ‘effect 
the confession would have on the 
cause of labor.

Mrs. Henry C. Leonard, Jr., 
his daughter-in-law, was the first to 
reach him. He was lying on the floor 
unconscious, and, until he died, half 
an Nour later, was never. able to 
speak,

Left Brief Note. 


‘No use to investigate; my own 
act,” was the substance of a note he 
had hastily written and addressed to 
the coroner, in anticipation’ of the 
inquiry which would be necessary af- 
ter his death.

When the well- 
known firm of Inman, Smith & Com- 
pany, wholesale dry goods, was or- 
gahized, he became one of the junior 
partners. Of late he was connected 
with the Lumpkin Compahy, wholesale 
notions and dry goods. 

A Prominent Churchman. 

In a business® way he was widely 
known throughout the state, being an 
authority on credit: matters and the 
wholesale dry goods field. In his pri- 
vate life he was always identified with 
works of charity and progress. For 
sixteen years he had been assistant 
superintendent of the First Methodist 
Sunday school, besides holding the of- 
fices of trustee and steward. He was 
j well-known in a social way.

The next stop was made at Adrian. 
It was not a scheduled pause, but was 
made according to the order of Joe 
Brown Connelly, referee of the tour. 
The stop was made in honor of the 
memory of Colonel T. J. James, who 
had been one of the best friends of 
the good roads cause in Georgia. He 
had done much for the work around 
Adrian and had expressed the wish to 
welcome the state tour.

This reception committee was sup- 
plemented by a ladies’ committee 
which looked especially after the lady 
tourists, of whom there are about 
twenty-five in the party.

Regarding the matter, Mr. Tee has 
{ithe following to say: é 
“This is a case of a number of young 
men not finding themselves equal to

| thing cast’ reflection? On the edu-

cational institution which has gradu- 
ated scores of competent men during 
the year, Or upon the students who

“We occupy a two-story, 
steam-heated building at Kast Cain 
street, the second floor being devoted 
to demonstrating, lecture and libra- 
ry rooms.

positions and held them after a four 
weeks course at the college. However, 
a student is allowed to remain at the 
college as long as he desires, with no 
additional expense for tuition. The tu- 
ition costs $25, including use of tools, 
use of library and reading rooms and 
also several automobile instruction 
books, which are furnished free. 

The student is never asked to pay 
any additional amount for instructions 
for the reason that there is onty one 
grade or course given, the best, and 
to know. Our enrollment book shows 
to know. One excellent book shows 
the names of graduates engaged as re- 
pair shop foremen, automobile sales- 
men, garage owner and manager and 
others who have positions as drivers 
of both private automobiles and motor 
trucks. These men are successful. 
They have brains and can learn. Un- 
fortunately some of the students who 
enter the college may not be in this 
class, and this, and this only, is the 
reason they do not seem to get along. 
Our college only claims to furnish the 
opportunity. In every instance the 
student must be prepared to grasp it.

This would do away (to a 
very large extent with the frequent 
automobile accidents which have in- 
flicted injury or death on many an in- 
nocent pedestrian, and which serve to 
distort public opinion concerning the 
automobile.

which actuate our endeavors.”

MONEY LENDERS 
NOW ON TRIAL 


Majority of First Day Spent 
in Argument on Tech- 
nical Points. / 


Interrupted by frequent objections 
on technical points from the attorneys 
for the defense, the state yesterday 
took up its fight against usurious 
money lending. C. &. H. R. ang R. B. 
King, composing the firm of King 
Bros., are the defendants in the first 
case which has been put on trial, and 
they are alleged to have charged more 


than the legal rate of intere:: on 
loans made to salaried people. 


King Brothers, through their at- 
torneys, Luther Z. Rosser, J. D. Kil- 
patrick, B. B, Blackburn and Lamar 
Hill, claim that they have never made 
any loans whatever since the enact- 
ment of the law against usury, passed 


| 


in 1908, and declare that since that 
date all of their transactions have 
been in the nature of a salary pur- 
chase. 

Same Kind of Business. 

Linton C. Hopkins, who is assisting 
the prosecution, insisted that since the 
enactment of the usury law the firm 
had continued to conduct exactly the 
Same kind of business that it did be- 
fore the bill was passed, and that it 
merely changeg the form of its securi- 
ty papers in order to protect itself 
against the law. To substantiate 
this the state introduced one or two: 
witnesses to testify that they had bor- 
rowed money before the law was pass- 
ed on documents practically similar 
with the one which figures in the case 
now being tried, and court papers 
showed that King Brothers had sued 
on such salary assignments as plain 
indebtedness were introduced by Mr 
Hopkins, 

This brought forth some very spirit- 
ed argument from the defense, who 
objected to the introduction of any 
transactions prior to the one which 
formed the basis of the indictment. 

Attorney Hopkins argued that the 
business of ‘the King Brothers really 
formed an unbroken and connected 
Series of transactions similar in na- 
ture both before the usury law was 
pagsed and afterward, and that the 
change in their assignment blanks 
had been merely made to hedge 
themselves from the law. 

Practically all of the argument was 
made in the absence of the jury, Judge 
L, S. Roan being calleqg upon time and 
time again to rule upon some tech- 
nical question. 

The prosecution introduceg five wit- 
nesses: F. W. Stephenson, the man 
who appears as chief prosecuting wit- 
ness in the case; H. E. Jones, T. CG. 


H, C. Parnelle and R. E. Weeks, 
Object to Testimony. 


The defense objected to practically 
all of the testimony from these men 
and Attorney Kilpatrick publicly 
stated that H. E. Jones would be 
prosecuted for perjury if he swore 


the usury law. 

Jones .stated that he had secured 
money from thé firm in the fall fol- 
lewing *the enactment of the law. 

Up until! 5 o'clock the case had 
progresseg Dut little beyond the argu- 
ment as to what constituted admis- 
and at 5 o’clock the 
court was adjourned for the day.

RECEIVER IS WANTED 
FOR ATLANTA-CAROLINA 


Has 


Creditors Say Company 
Practically Abandoned 
Right of Way. 


Alleging that the Atlanta-Carolina 
Railway Company has practically aban- 
doned its right-of-way along Confeder- 
ate avenue, and that it is in danger of 
losing its franchise from the city and 
county, a number of creditors of the 
road have filed suit in the superior 
court asking that a receiver be appoint- 
ed to take charge of the company’s af- 
fairs. 

The petition states that the company 
is practically solvent, having but re- 
cently disposed of two bond issues for 
$6,000,000, well secured by Chicago 
bond companies. The company, how- 
ever, cannot secure prompt action to 
insure the payment of its debt, com- 
plains the petitioners, because its bond- 
holders are scattered in distant cities. 

Checks issued by the road for work 
and supplies furnished have been pro- 
tested, allege the complainants, and 
the company is apparently without 
ready funds with which to carry for- 
ward the work. 

The Carolina-Portland Cement Com- 
pany, Fielder & Allen, the Milam & 
Miller Stable Company are the creditors 
to the amount of $453.80. Robert C. 
and Phillip Alston are the attorneys 
for the petitioners. 

Judge J. T. Pendleton granted a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the com- 
pany from further work until the pres- 
ent matter is settled. 

The defendant company was organiz- 
ed in 1906, and the projected road was 
planned to run through DeKalb, Fulton, 
Richmond and several other counties. 
About ten miles of grading have been 
completed in the vicinity of Atlanta. 


WESTERN UNION IS SUED 
BY TWO TELEGRAPHERS 


Refused “Clearance Cards” 
They Ask $5,000 Dam- 
ages. 


Alleging that they have been depriv- 
ed of their only means of livelihood by 
the action of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company in discharging them 
without sufficient cause, and withhold- 
ing “clearance cards” from them, War- 
ren C. Wooten and D. G. Williams tele- 
graph operators, have filed separate 
suits for $5,000 against the telegraph 
company. . 

The defendants say that they are de- 
pendent upon either the Western Union 
or the Postal for employment. The es- 
tablished custom in these companies, 
says the petition, when discharging an 
employee without prejudice to him is to 
give clearance cards showing that the 
dismissal was an honorable one. With- 
out this clearance card, allege the peti- 
tioners, operators cannot obtain a po- 
sition elsewhere. 

At the time of their dismissal ten 
men were discharged from the Atlanta 
office, says the petitions. It is charged 
that the real cause of their discharge 
was because they had taken part in the 
telegraphers’ strike in 1907. 

The American Federation of Labor 
was in session at the time, says the 
petition, and the dismissals were for 
the purpose of intimidating other op- 
erators. Lowndes Calhoun is their at-- 
torney.

CHEAPER LIGHTS 


Central Georgia Power Company 
. Will Operate in City, 


Councilman Chambers Tells 
Committee It Is Possible City 
Will Acquire Atlanta Tele- 
phone Company--Arkwright} 
Attacks Turner’s Figures. 


Though Vice President Wickham, of 
the Central Georgia Power Company, 
of Macon, made no definite proposi- 
tion to the council committee on elec- 
trical affairs to furnish electric light- 
ing, current and power, he stated at 
the meeting of the vommittee Friday 
afternoon that it was the purpose of 
his company to furnish electric power 
to any one in Atlanta who wanted. it 
within a short time. He said he was 
not prepared to discuss rates. 

The approval of the 66,000 volt line 
which, he says, will sodm be extended 
to Atlanta, and the furnishing of data 
that his company may make an intél- 
ligent bid on city contracts, were re- 
ferred to special committees. 

City May Acquire Company. 

Councilman Chambers said that 
was possible that the city 
quire a company that had 
all over the city, and he asked Mr. 
Wickham if his company would be 
able to furnish power at the edge of 
the city, so that the city could dis- 
tribute it, adding that the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company would, 
of course, be asked to submit a bid 
on such a proposition. Mr. Wickham 
Said that his company would be able 
to do this, and President P. 8S. ark- 
wright, of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, intimated that his 
company, too, would Be there at the 
bidding. 

Mr. Chambers said afterwards that 
he was referring to the Atlanta Tele- 
phone Company, and that it was quite 
possible that the city could acquire 
this company. 

But while the probability of compe- 
tition for electric’ lights and power 
was the most significant matter that 
developed at the meeting, by far the 
most interesting feature was the very 
convincing and eloquent speech of 
President Arkwright. He began his 
speech by flatly denying the charge 
of City Electrician Turner that At- 
lanta was being charged 100 per cent 
more for electric power for its munici- 
pal buildings than other cities, and 
that the city was being discriminated 
against in favor of manufacturers. 

“I want you ‘to stop talking,” . said 
Mr. McClelland, “or I’m afraid we'll 
be raising the city’s rates.” 

Hope for Better Rates. 

The probability of getting better 
rates by. competition, though, was wei- 
comed by the members and no action 
will propably be taken in the matter 
until the Central Georgia Power Com- 
pany makes its position definite and 
clear. 

The meeting began by Mr. Turner 
reading his report, which was read at 
the former meeting and which has 
been published. When he had finish- 
ed, Mr. Arkwright asked the question: 

“You have made the statement that 
Atlanta is paying 100 per cent more 
for electric current than other cities; 
do you Know any cities which are pay- 
ing that much less?’ 

lt had not occurred to anyone that 
100 per cent less than Atlanta’s pres- 
ent rate would be no rate at all. 
“Yes,’’ replied Mr. Turner.

BE BETTER HOUSED

Renovated and Guard

With a view to the better preserva- 
tion of the valuable records and other 
state property stored in the basement 
of the capitol, George Tumlin, keeper of 
public buildings and grounds, has giv- 
en the basement a thorough renovating 
and has placed a guard there to look 
after the stores. T. A. Murray has 
been appointed to this place. 

The state library has thousands of 
volumes of reports and other works 
stored in the basement and the military 
department also has several thousand 
dollars’ worth of military supplies plac- 
ed there for safe keeping. Heretofore 
little hag been done to protect these 
stores from decay or loss by theft or 
fire, and Mr, Tumlin’s innovation will 
very probably save the state several 
hundred dollars. 

Mr. Tumlin was influenced primarily 
to place the guard in the basement be- 
cause of the fact that a few months 
ago a fire originated in a trash pile in

.cell gave a graphic account of the 


Planning and execution of the dyna- 
miting of The Los .Angeles Times 
building, with some details about 
which there now is no future necessity 
for secrecy on his part. 

McManigal said he first began dy- 
nariting June 25. 1907, in Detroit, 
where the Russell Wheel Foundry 


} Company's building, then in course of 


construction, was destroyed. He skip- 
ped from that jtime until @ year ago, 
when he was in the Conover woods, in 
Wisconein, with James B. McNamara, 
and the latter, he said, told him then 
of having just previously dynamited 
The Times building. 

“We left the Conover woods about 
@ year ago,” said McManigal, “and I 
welit back to my home in Chicago and 
lay around there for a few days. 

Plans for Liewellyn Explosion. 

“It was December 8 last that I re- 
ceived a telegram from Indianapolis 
signed ‘Frank,’ and asking me to go 
to that city. ‘Frank’ meant James HE. 
McNamara, as he at times used the 
name Frank Sullivan. I went to In- 
dianapolis and in John J. McNamara’s 
office T was given instructions by John 
J. himself regarding the Llewellyn job. 
He said it had been promised that a 
Christmas present was to be sent to 
Los Angeles and that I was to bring it. 

“James B. and I went to John J.'s 
vaults on the fifth floor Of the Ameri- 
can Centra) building in Indianapolis 
where his offices were, and took out 
a case specially made to carry nitro- 
glycerin. The district attorney has 
that case in his possession here now. 

“Well, that was December 9. We 
hired a rig and drove out to Beach 
Grove, an Indianapolis suburb, where 
he had the explosives cached. There 
were twelve quarts there and we 
took it all, leaving two empty cases. 

“We went back to J. J.’s office and 
IT got instructions from J. J. himself 
to come to Los Angeles. He told me 
to put shots under the Llewellyn Iron 
Works and the Baker Iron Works, and 
to be sure'to put one under The Times 
auxiliary plant to ‘add a few more to 
the list.’ 

“I left Chicago on December 12 for 
Los Angeles. I had 10 quarts of the 
‘dope’ in the special carrying case and 
two quarts in my suit case. I gave 
the case with the 10 quarts in it to ths 
porter to take care of. I gave him a 
dollar for his trouble. 

“Just before arriving at the depot 
on December 15 in Los Angeles, tne 
train ran along by the Los Angeles 
river, and I took specia! notice of the 
river as a good place to cache the 
stuff. When I got here I went to the 
hotel Rosslyn and got a room under 
the name of T. F. McKee. Then I went 
back to the river, hid the stuff and 
marked the spot so [| could not possi- 
bly fail to find it when I wanted it,

“Then I looked about for The Times 

J. B. had told me to 
buy a copy of The Times and look on 
the editorial page and I would find 
the addrers. I did so but I found oniy 
the business and editorial offices on 
Spring street, where the paper had 
moved after its building at First and 
Broadway had been blown up. 
“I finally found the auxiliary plant. 
They were setting up a new press 
there at the time. TI had a long talk 
with the watchman. I looked the 
place over and decided it was too well 
guarded to do anything there. ~ About 
7:30 the night of December 24, I placed 
the whole 12 quarts of ‘dope’ at tho 
Llewellyn Iron Works, timing it to ex- 
plode at 2 o'clock. 

“About 9 o’clock that night,I took 
the Southern Pacific Valley? train 
north to San Francisco, where I re- 
mained a few days and arrived back 
in Chicago New Year’s day.”

If the McNamaras are guilty of the 
heinous crime charged to them, then 
labor ‘would be among the first to ask 
for the law to be enforced. 

“Labor itself has no connection with 
the case, and its cause can not be in 
the slightest injured by a confession 
of their guilt, if such has been made. 
We are not responsibe for the acts of 
misguided individuas. 

“Our only interests in the McNama- 
ras was to see that they received an 
absolutely square deal. 

“Labor was shocked by the manner 
of their arrest, and the way in which 
they were hurried out of one state 
and into another. It seemed that if 
the prosecution had the case it claimed 
to have, one strong enough to convict, 
that the arrest would have been made 
more in accordance with the law. 

“The prisoners were in need of as- 
sistance, needed counsel to aid them 
and money to help them in their de- 
It seemed to us that they were 
innocent. We believed their \ story. 
The action of the state in slipping 
them from one state to another seemed 
a confession of weakness. 

“All we have ever asked in their 
case, however, has been a just and 
square trial. If they were innocent, 
we wanted them given every oppor- 
tunity to secure their freedom: if 
guilty, the state would lose nothing 
by labor supplying them with means 
sufficient to bring out all the facts 
in the case.”

Taken in conjunction with the outdoor and indoor sports he 
has arranged for the inmates of the big institution, and his steady 
effort to mitigate the harsher features of prison life without preju- 
dice to discipline, this new departure is a_ tribute to Warden 
Moyer’s perspicacity.

GIVES UP CHRISTIAN SCIENCE _ 


TO STUDY “HOLY ROLLERISM’ 


Macan, Ga., December 1.—(Special.) 


Local religious ang literary circles are 


agog over the fact that Professor J. A. 
Moseley, for several years the leader 
of the Christian Science church here, 
has renounced that faith and is now 
studying the “Holy Roller” religion, 
with the view of possibly embracing 
it. Professor Moseley, as is well 
known, resigned his chair at Mercer 
university about five years ago, after 
he had professed the Christian Science 
principles on account of a conflict in 
views about this matter with the col- 
lege trustees. 

Then he devoted himself entirely to 
the new doctrine and was soon the 
leader of the local congregation, How- 
ever, several months ago his zeal be- 
gan to lag and now he has formally 
renounced the Christian Science faith, 
saying that there is something “higher 
and better.” He has given his entire 
library of Christian Science books, one 
of the largest and most valuable in 


the south, it is stated, to Colonel W. A. 
Huff, Nestor of the Macon public li- 
brary. Last week he lectured the 
students at Mercer university in the 
chapel and next week he will address 
the Macon Atheneum on “Ibsen.” 
Professor Moseley is one of the best- 
known scholastic, literary and re- 
ligious men of the south, and his 
change of faith will doubtless be of 
widespreag interest... Mrs. J. W. Pres- 
ton has succeeded him as the leader of 
the Macon Christian Science congrega- 
tion,’ in which Mrs. E. L. Martin, Migs 
Carrie Colbert and Mrs, Mary Boynton 
Findley are leaders. :

The Orphans’ Home. 


The South Georgia Conference Or- 
phans’ home, located in Vineville, Ma- 


}con, has had a year of great financial 
| prosperity under the able management 
of Rev. 


J. H. Smith, the _ eificient 
agent, who has just been re-elected to 
that position. 

A reception cottage at the home has 
been. erected this year at a cost of 
$6,000. The purpose of thi: building 
will be to provide  enter.ainment, 
for a necessary period, for the children 
entering the home, so as to preventan 
epidemic of any contagious disease 
that might otherwise be carried into 
the institution. The upper story of 
this reception cottage will be utilized 
for a school of dressmaking, where 
cutting, fitting, trimming, etc., will be 
taught the girls by a competent in- 
structor. 

Rev. Mr. Smith has also established 
a system of scholarships at the various 
educational institutions of Georgia 
Methodism. The home has now, un- 
der these scholarships, three students 
at Young Harris college, and two at 
Sparks Collegiate institute. 

Approximately the sum of $9,000 was 
realized for the institution from the 
Work day, and upward of $18,000 from 
all sources of contribution, during the 
year. 

It is the purpose of the agent and 
the trustees to erect, during next year, 
a building in which the boys of the 
(nstitution may be given industrial 
training, taught printing and allied 
arts. A full course of kindergarten 
for the small chidiren is also to be 
provided next year. It is a source of 
very great gratification that the af- 
fairs of the Orphans’ home are in such 
excellent condition.

Wesleyan College. — 

The following is the report of Dr. 
W. N. Ainsworth, made to the board 
of education of the South Georgia con- 


ference: 

“The scholastic year, which ended 
June 1, was in all respects one of the 
most successful in the history of the 
institution. The enrollment reached 
the very creditable figure of 410—237 
of these being boarders, and 1/3 be- 
ing day pupils. Not a single case of 
serious sickness occurred in this large 
student body during the entire year. 
The earnings of the college, exclusive 
of all outside collections and confer- 
ence appropriations, amounted to $86,- 
976.67, being the largest in its history. 

“The college is filled to the utmost 
limit of our capacity, making it again 
necessary to provide accommodations 
for a humber of our teachers outside 
of the college. We have thirty more 
pupils in attendance than last year. 
The student body this year has repre- 
sentatives from every state, from Tex- 
as to Virginia, and from Florida to 
Missouri, and from Mexico and China. 

“Wesleyan’s requirements for admis- 
sion and graduation are identica] with 
those of our best,colleges for men. Her 
large facuity, many of them being 
men of the best university training, 


‘is worthy of note in comparison with 


Wesleyan’s work 
the 


other institutions. 
and degrees are recognized by 
best: universities in the land, 

“Wesleyan is positively Christian. 
is allowed to pass without 
an earnest revival of religion. The 
Bible is taught as a text book, and 
the college earnestly satrives to’ main- 
tain a religious atmosphere and up- 
hold distinctively Christian ideals in 
all of its work, An active Young 
Woman’s Christian Association and 
the College Missionary Society are 
conducted by. the student body. 

“A new building is now being 
brought to completion, and will be, oc- 
cupied this month. This building con- 
tains a first class gymnasium, with 
all modern appliances for physical de- 
velopment. and exercise., One entire 
floor is devoted to the biologica] lab- 
oratories of the college, while the up- 
per floors furnish dormitory space for 
forty additional young ladies. This 
building is fireproof throughout and 
cost about $40,000. 

“The finances of the college are in 
a sound condition. Two years ago 
the college owed $43,000 of floating 
indebtedness, which had been largely 
incurred for necessary improvements 
during the last few years. This float- 
ing indebtedness has been. entirely 
liquidated, and the bonded indebted- 
ness still outstanding is now only $13,- 
000. This remaining bonded indebted- 


we no longer have the large floating 
indebtedness which burdened the col- 
lege for 4&4 number of years, it is well 
for the conference to know that this 
debt was liquidated by advances made 
from the Greater Wesleyan fund, the 
college relying upon the annual con- 
ference appropriations to reimburse 
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this fund the amount of its appropri- 
ations to this debt. 

“Eighteen months ago the first call 
was made throughout the state for a 
Greater Wesleyan. Many said that 
$300,000 could not be raised for a 
southern woman’s college, but we are 
gratified to inform you that this task 
is almost done. A small balance of 
$15,000 is yet to be raised, and Geor- 
gia Methodism will rejoice in the ac- 
complishment of this notable under- 
taking. It is confidently expected that 
the small remainder will be obtained 
before the expiration of the present 
year, 

“There has never been any question 
as to the ownership of Wesleyan by 
the church, its board of trustees seek- 
ing at all times to administer their 
trust for the purposes of its creation 
by the church. We beg to report that 
steps have already been taken by the 
board to change the charter of the 
college so as to conform to the re- 
quirements of the last discipline and 
the action of the conferences. lasi 
winter.”

TAFT DEFENDS 
ADMINISTRATION 


In Authorized Interview in Cur- 
rent Issue of Outlook 


————,, 


In Talking of His Occupancy of 
Presidency He Declares That 
He Has Always Tried to Do 
His Duty As He Saw It and 
Without Outside Influence. 


New York, December 1.—In the cur- 
issue of The Outlook, there ap- 
pears an article entitled, “President 
Taft's Own View, an Authorized In- 
terview,’ in which the president dis- 
cusses curremys topics with an inter- 
viewer, as follows, in part: 

-“Speaking of the tariff issue, Mr. 
President, if you’ could, begin your ad- 
ministration again, would you repeat 
your Winona speech tomorrow?” the 
interviewer asked. 

“In phraseology, no; in effect, yes. 
Had I known as much then as [ do 
now, I should have realized that there 
are some things one cannot leave to 
be taken for granted. I dictated that 
speech to a stenographer .on the car 
between two “stations, and glanced 
through it only enough to straighten 
its grammar; it was sent out by the 
press with correspondingly little cere- 
mony, so that the papers received it in 
all sorts of shapes. If I had prepared 
it two or three weeks before, and re- 
vised it deliberately, as I ought to have 
done, I should have clarified several 
passages. And, particularly, I should 
have changed the sentence where I 
proclaim the Payne tariff act the best 
ever passed. The comparative wouli 
have be@én a better description than 
the superlative; for, whatever .§ its 
shortcomings, the act still contains less 
to be criticised than its predecessors, 
and it did, as a whole, revise the ex- 
isting schedules downward. 

“I had no fault t@ find with either 
democrats or insurgents for trying té 
reduce any duties they chose; what I 
object to is disturbing the business 
of the country today, when there is 
nothing better than guess work to 
proceed upon, an dthen disturbing it 
afresh six months later, when the best 
available imformation is before us. I 
do not join in the charge of incon- 
sistency against the democrats’ for 
compromising with La Follette on the 
wool schedule instead of standing by 
their own figures. If they \could not 
get all the reduction they asked for, 
they were quite justified in taking 
what they could get. -My chief criti- 
cism on their tariff activities last seg- 
sion was that they were willing to 
send to me legislation so crude and ill 
digested that they must have known, 
if they had paused to think, that I could 
not possibly approve it.”

“And that is true; they are not. If I 
had been appointing a board of tariff 
experts, I could not have got along 
with less than twenty-five, in order to 
do justice to all branches of thé sub- 
ject. What I undertook to do was to 
make up a board of trained invésti- 
gators, capable of managing .a. ther- 


and of analyzing its elements. First, 
Mr. MacVeagh wrote -to friends in 
leading universities, asking each, to 
give me a Hst of the economists con- 
sidered by them best equipped. for the 
task in hand, Professor Emery’s name 
was On all tne lists, and at the top of 
half of them, so I made him chairman 
of the board. Page came from the 
University of Virginia; Sanders is‘ an 
authority on agriculture; Reynolds, in 
interpreting and enforcing the tariff 
laws for four years, had presumably 
learned the ins and outs of that busi- 
ness; and amers regarded as the 
ablest southern representative incon- 
gress in my day. These men made no 
pretense of being tariff experts; they | 
employ all the expert help they need. 
The Prosperity of Tréasury. 

“I fully realize, and I wish our peo- 
Ple would) that the present prosperity 
of the treasury is due, in no small 
measure, to the ‘existing tariff, which, 
notwithstanding all its faults, is a 
revenue-producer. There is qa good 
deal more that can be said for that 
act. It gave us a maximum and mini- 
mum tariff proviso which I deem of 
the highest importance, .and which 
tended to increase our foreign trade 
substantially. It gave free trade with 
the Philippines,- which has made the 
islands more prosperous than ever in 
their history, without injury to any 
American industry. It gave authority 
that I used to create and appoint a 
tariff board, which, though not the 
commission I sought, is doing a.most 
useful work; and it imposed a corpo- 
ration tax, on which I had set my 
heart, but wh’ch,attimes,I despaired 
of getting through.” * 

“Now that you have launched your 
project for a constitutional amend- 
ment, you probably have in mind some 
particular form of general income tax 
to recommend to congress when it is 
free to act?’ ’ 
“In a way, yes. I believe, on prin- 
ciple, in a general income tax. The 
only good arguments against it are 
that it is inquisitorial, and that it of- 
fers a temptation to perjury.. But J 
would not resort to the ordinary in- 
come tax except in an emergency like 
war, when I would have it graduated, 
so that those citizens who had most at 
stake should bear a correspondingly 
large share of the burden cf the com- 
mon defense. In time of peace I would 
avoid temptation to perjury, and would 
confine the government to taxes that 
do not involve such inquisitorial meth- 
ods in their collection.” 


Justice White's Appointment. 


“Mr. President, I suppose you have 
noticed Mr. Bryan’s comments on your 
appointment of Chief Justice White?’ 

“All that I have to say about my 
judicial appointments is that I have 
regarded my duty in respect to them 
as the most sacred with which I am 
charged, and that I. have spared. no. 
effort to secure for the supreme court 
and other courts the best men I could 
get, with the fullest appreciation of 
the fact that ghe federal courts, and 
especially the Supreme court, consti- 
tute the chief bulwark of the institu- 
tions of civil liberty; created by the 
constitutjon.” 

“Now, Mr. President, something of 
the future. Whatdo you purpose tréat- 
ing as your ‘calendar of unfinished 
business’ forthe rest of your term”’ 

“In the domestic field, I suppose 
reductions in the woolen-and cotton 
schedules, and possibly in the metal 
schedule of the tariff, will go to the 
top of the oalendar. These will be 
founded, as far as my recommendations 
are concerned, on the report of the 
tariff board. I have heard it inti- 
mated that congress will not heed the 
suggestions of an executive board. As 
to that I have no means of judging in 
advance. WhatIshall doisto put the 
whole thing up to congress, and leave 
the members to settle with their con- 
stituents if they prefer not to act.‘In 
the house the democratic majority 
have always professed themselves 
ready to accept any reductions they 
can get, and I am going to take them 
at their word in good faith Whera 
the insurgents will stand, I am not 
prophet enough even to surmise. 

“Mor another thing, we ought te 
obtain some legislation which will en- 
able Alaska to develop without in- 
fringing on our broad policy of n- 
servation. Then, there is the equation 
of ratifying the peace treaties with 
England and France, and the fiscal 
treaties with Honduras and Nica

Leading: Official of United 
States: Steel Corporation De- 
clares It Will Not Delay the 
Litigation by Demuirring. 
Case Comes Up On Monday. 


New York, December 1.—The United 
States Steel: Corporation joins with 
Attorney General Wickersham in a de- 
sire to know if it is violating or has 
violated the Sherman anti-trust law, 
and to that end will aid in expediting 
the  government’s dissolution suit 
against it: The corporation’s attor- 
neys are now preparing the answer 
to the government's bill, to be filed 
early in January, and will not delay 
the litigation by demurring. A de- 
murrer, taken to the federal supreme 
court, might block the trial for two 
years or more. 

A leading official of the United 
States Steel Corporation miade this 
declaration this afternoon while dis- 
cussing the next, step in the case, the 
appearance of the defendants in the 
United States circuit court at Tren- 
ton, Monday. 

This. appearance, he said, would be 
made in their behalf by Richard V. 
Lindabury, the corporation’s New Jer- 
sey counsel. The “appearance,” he ex- 
plained, is a technica) step. The gov- 
ernment, he thought, would not be 
represented in court at the time, 

Theré may be an application next 
Monday, however, for an extension of 
the time allowed the defendant to 
file its answer. Under court rules this 
answer must be filed on January 1 
unless an extension is Sranted. This

POLITICS TOPIC 
OF WALL STREET 


Stock Market Traders Talk 
About Assembling of 
Congress Next Week. 


New York, December 1.—Politics and 
money rates were the foremost con- 
siderations today in Wall street. Pol- 
itics was brought to the fore princi- 
pally because congress is to assemble 
next week. Call money was still held 
at figures much above the levels which 


bave prevailed fcr several months un- 


til the last few days. Loans were 
placed as high as six per cent, the 
maximum reached on Wednesday. 
Both these influences were bearish 
and speculative sentiment correspond- 
ed. Pressure which has been directed 
against the stock market most of the 
week was continued and prices sagged, 
although losses were not heavy. 

For the first time in almost a year, 
out-of-town banks were extensive ten- 
ders of money in this market. The 
high rates for call money attracted 
much of this outside Ccapitai, especially 
from New England and the middle 
west. Interior tanks are stronger 
than local institutions, whose resources 
are threatened with further depletion 
this week by reason of the continued 
outflow to Canada and the Pacific 
coast. The movement continued today 
with the shipment of $500,000 to San 
Francisco, bringing up the total loss 
during the recent outflow to $17,270,- 
000. Known movements of money for 
the week indicate @ cash loss by the 
banks of between $5,000,000 and $7,- 
000,000. In view of the continued loss 
by the banks, less confidence was 
shown today of a speedy return to 
lower rates than was expressed when 
rates first began to stiffen. Much 
reliance is placed upon American cred- 
its abroad as a secondary reserve and 
the willingness of out-of-town banks 
to loan funds here to preserve a bal- 
ance. Nevertheless, it is regarded as 
not unlikely that during the remainder 
cf the year money may be quoted at 
considerably higher figures than have 
prevailed since January. 

The effect of political consideration 
upon the market was largely negative. 
Traders displayed the reluctance to buy 
stocks, which is usual when the con- 
vening of congress and the publication 
of the presidential message are closé 
at hand. . 
Northern Pacific was the conspicu- 
ous weak issue of the list, at one time 
ruling 2 points below the previous 
close. Trading was chiefly in the 
railroad stocks and the pressure against 
them was insistent during the morn- 
ing, although losses in most cases did 
not exceed a point. In the last half 
hour the market became dull and to- 
ward the close covering brought about 
some improvement. 

The copper shares were strong at the 
epening, on the advance of copper 
stocks in London, and the sharp de- 
creases in the supply om metal abroad, 
as shown by the fortnightly report. 
The European visible supply is now at 
the lowest point reached since May of 
190%, 

Several of the large railroad systems 
rade their October reports today.

LATEST MARKET NEWS 


COTTON THE PAST WEEK 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, December 1.—Cotton has 
fallen below the $-cent level, owing to 
the increasing pressure from the south 
to sell, Of course there has also been 
more or less selling for short account, 
but this has been limited ta a small 
number of operators. Spot markets in 
some cases have declined under the 
weight of a liberal crop movement and 
a tendency to increase the size of the 
@stimates of the crop. The New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat puts it at 14,- 
835,000 bales, exclusive of linters, and 
repacks. Some have figured that this 
really means an estimate of something 
like 15,300,000 bales. A Texas esti- 
mate was as high as 15,845,000 bales. 
The average estimate of 183 members 
of the New York Cotton Exchange was 
15,228,000 bales. December notices 
amounteg to at least 30,000 bales, and 
being larger than expected, had a 
more or less depressing effect. New 
low levels of prices have been report- 
ed. At times the offering in Liverpool 
have been large. Following the de- 
cline in raw cotton, the trade in cot- 
ton goods is said to have slackened 
somewhat and a large Chicago house 
is said to have made a downward re- 
Vision of dontestics. Northern spin- 
ners’ takings continue to run consid- 
erably behing those of last year. Ru- 
mors are in circulation to the effect 
that the next National Ginners’ As- 
sociation’s report will show a large 
total. 

Manchester has been quiet. The spot 
sales in Liverpool have ben small. 
Wall street ang Waldorf-Astoria in- 
terests have sold to some extent, 
There is talk tothe effect that a super- 
abundance of low grades exists in the 
present crop and that this is a weak 
feature. On the other hand, the con- 
tinent is buying freely in Liverpool 
and is taking considerable quantities 
of the next crop months here, particu- 
larly October, but also September as 
well as July and August. October is 
in such demand that it has been sell- 
Zing at 12 points over July, whereas in 
recent years July has sold at 200 points 
over October. Augusta has been 5 
points over July, against 20 points un- 
der July a year ago. These premiums 
on August and October at this time of 
the year are most unusual and reflect 
the urgency of the demand for these 
far-off months. 

Already it is believed that the con- 
tinent has taken several hundred 
thousand bales of the next crop 
months. The sales of print cloths and 
convertibles last weeK reached the Dig 
total of 1,000,000 pieces or more, Many 
think that the crop is being over- 
estimated and that the census report 
of the ginning on December 8 and the 
bureau of agriculture’s estimate of the 
crop on December 11 will tend to make 
this clear. The recent cold weather 
ig believed to have interfered with 
marketing and ginning. But the senti- 
ment here is still generally bearish 
and on Friday new low levels were 
reached for all months except Decem- 
ber. Memphis solq freely enough to 
give rise to a rumor that the next re- 
port of the National Ginners Associa- 
tion on the ginning will be bearigh. 
The active months here were selling at 
100 points under the corresponding 
months in Liverpool.

HESTER’S WEEKLY 
COTTON STATEMENT 


New Orleans, December 1.—Gecretary Hes- 
ter’s New Orleans Cotton Exchange state- 
ment issued today covers the’ monthly move- 
ment to the end of November. 

Compared with last year it shows an in- 
crease for the month in round of 
212,000 bales, compared with year before last 
an increase of 750,000, and with 1908, 97,000. 

The total fér November was 2,602,398, 
against 2,480,767 last year, 1,942,689 year be- 
fore last and 2,595,087 same time in 1908. 

In addition to the monthly figures Secre- 
tary Hester issued today a statement of the 
weekly movement for the seven days ending 
December 1, inclusive showing total brought 
into sight this year 607,521, aegainst 610,683 
for the seven days ending December 1 last 
year, 368,113 year before last and 634,496 
same time in_ 1908. 

The movement from September 1 to No- 
vember 30, inclusive, shows receipts at ali 
United States ports 5,349,098, against 4,430,905 
last year, 4,209,687 year before last and 4,- 
577,441 same tins in 1908; overland across 
the Mississippi, Ohio and Potomac rivers to 
northern milis and Canada, 241,675, against 
850,246 last year, 303,146 year before last and 
435,183 same time tn 1908; southern mills tak- 
ings, exclusive of quantity consumed at south- 
ern outports, 730,000, against 688,000 last year, 
685,000 year before last and 677,000 same 
time in 1908; and interior stocks in excess 
of those held at the commencement of the 
season 723,626, against 645,407 last year, 611,- 
000 year before last and 657,085 same time 
in 1908. 

These make the total movement of the cot- 
ton crop brought into sight during the three 
mcea@ths ending close of November 7,044,399, 
against 6,114,558 last year, 5,808,833 year be- 
fore last and 6,846,700 same time in 1908. 

Northern spinners took during November 
861,224 bales, against 456,242 last year and 
450,105 year before last, increasing their total 
for the three months to 752,204, against 901,- 
571 last year and 825,878 the year before. 
This makes their average weekly takings for 
the season 57,877 against 69,901 last year and 
63,529 the year before. 

Foreign exports for the three months of the 
Season have been $8,752,682 bales, showing an 
increase over last seagon of 675,550,- and an 
increase over the same period year before last 
of 720,352. 

Stocks at the seaboard and the twenty-nine 
leading southern interior markets on Novem- 
ber 30 were 2,086,477, against 1,688,616 the 
same date last year, and 1,505,968 the year 
before. 

Including port and interior towns stocks 
left over from the previous season and the 
number of bales of the current crop brought 
into sight during three months, the supply has 
been 7,331,373 bales, against 6,362,520 last 
year ‘and 6,061,149 the year before. 

Up to November 30 last year 50.45 per 
of the cotton crop had been marketed 
for the same three months in 1909 the 
centage of the crop brought into sight 
54.75 and for the same time in 1908 the 
centage was 45.91. 


WEEK’S TRADE REVIEW. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, December 1.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say that weather and 
holiday influences have dominated dis- 
tributive trade this week. Cold weath- 
er throughout a wide area, the cool 
wave penetrating far to the south, hays 
helped the seasonable trade in winter 
wear goods at retail and also meas- 
ureably helped demands upon jobbers 
for immediate shipment. Spring trade 
has tended to conservatism similar to 
that hitherto noted. Still, a few mar- 
kets note an increased number of or- 
ders received for spring and recent 
previsions of cotton goods prices are 
expected to evoke more business in 
this line. There is noticeable a slight- 
ly more cheerful tone in reports from 
some leading western centers hitherto 
reporting rather quiet. trade, Holiday 
prospects are classed as fair to good. 
The influence of the low price of cot- 
ton upon southern trade still is per- 
ceptible in the reports of advices of 
widespread holding of cotton by farm- 
ers. Indeed, the slowest trade reports 
now come from that section. 

In line With the past and present 
relatively low prices of cotton are the 
revisions of prices of bleached goods 
and sheetings reported this week, but

RUSSIAN ARMY 
INVADES PERSIA 


St. Petersburg, December 1.—In ‘con. 
sequence of the rejection by the Per- 
sian national eouncil of the Russian
